N the 14th of this Month the Envoy of Ba- 

varia deliver’d to the Diet aMemorial,fet- 

ting forth, ‘ That the Marfhal de Villars 

‘had open’d himfelf a Paffage through 

‘ the Kintziger Dale ; That the Elector 

‘ his Mafter, being deftitute of all other Affiftance, 
‘ was oblig’d to make Ufe of the Succours fent him 
‘ by the King of France ; That by this Addition of 
‘ Strength he found himfelf in a Condition to repel 
‘Force with Force, and render the pernicious 
‘ Defigns of his Enemies ineffectual ; Of which he 
‘ hop’d ina little time to convince the World, as alfo 
¢ of the Juftice of his Caufe. That in the mean time 
‘ His Electoral Highnefs once more affur’d the Diet 
‘that he would protect them from any Violence 
« they could apprehend ; That confequently there 
* was no necetfity for the Diet to remove to another 
‘Place; That however, His Electoral Highnefs 
‘ would not put any Conftraint onthe Members of 
‘ which this Affembly is conga: nor interrupt 
.* their Confultations ; But that he infifted,in Confe- 


.* quence of theRefolution that was made'on the 24th 


-* of April, his Minifter thould not be excluded from 
‘ their Debates, in cafe they fhould transfer the Diet 
‘ elfewhere ; nor any Conclufions pafs’d relating ta 
‘ the Electorate of Hanover, the Bohemian Read- 
‘ miffion, and other Affairs, without his Confent: 
‘ That His Electoral Highnefs, hop’d Endeavours 
‘ hadbeen us’d to procure the long expected Imperial 
Ratification of the Agreement made between His 
‘Highnefs and the Diet, purfuant to which his 
‘ Troops are to evacuate this City ; That orkerwife 
‘ inftead of Withdrawing the faid Troops, he hall 
* be oblig’d to take further Meafures; That feeing 
‘the Imperial Court aims at the Ruine of his Do- 
‘ minions, it ought not to be taken illifhe endeavo- 
“ur by proper Methods to fave them, That there- 
‘ fore His Electoral Highnefs demanded of the Diet 
‘a pofitive Declaration, whether they are difpos’d 
‘to adhere to their former Refolutions; And 


* whether they can procure the Emperor's Ratifica- 


tion beforemention’d. Toff all which, this Anfwer 
was given, That fecing thefe Propofals are of great 
“Importance, the Members of the Diet could not 
* declare themfelves concerning them, without par- 
‘ ticular Inftructions from their Principals ; to whom 
* they would give an Account of them. Mean time 
they are confulting with the Imperial Commiffio- 
net, to find out an Expedient to induce the Ba- 
Varian to withdraw his Troops out of this City.

Yefterday the Minifter of the 
Elector of Mentz, fignified to the Diet, That the 
Emperor’s chief Commiffioner had inform’d him, 
that his Secretary who was lately fent Poft to Vi- 
enna with Letters relating to the Refolutions that 
were laft agreed on by the Diet, came back on the 
18th, by whom the Emperor had been pleas’d to 
return An{wer, That he perfifted in hisfformer Deter- 
mination, viz. That forafmuch as no one Member of

the Empire ought without juft fcaufe to moleft and 
opprefs another,His Imperial Majefty could not grant 
the Ratification demanded, till the Eletor of Bavaria 
has actually withdrawn his Troops out of this City, 
and fuily reinftated it in its former Freedom: That 


to the feveral Members of the Empire, the fpeedy 
furnifhing their Contingent of the Army agreed on ; 
with which he will be fufficiently enabled to refcue 
this City out of the Hands of the Bavarians. Here- 
upon, the Electoral College thought fit to propofe an 
Expedient, to oblige the Bavarians to evacuate this 
Place, which was approv'd by the College of Princes, 
and refolv’d to be deliver’d to the Minifter of the 
Elector of Bavaria , with Letters from the Jmperial 
Commiffioner ; The Expedient was to this Purport. 
* That Collonel Sancini with the Troops under his 
Command fhould be order’d to march out of thie 
* City ; that as foon as in Execution of fuch Orders, 
he fhall a@tually have march’d out, the Diet 
* deliver a full and plain Ratification without any 
* Reftrictions to the Elector of Bavaria’s Envoy ; 
‘ That fo au End may be put to this Affair. 
But with this the Bavarian Minifter is not {a- 
tisfied. .

* whence we expect him to joyn Us; and then we

* We cannot refrain telling You that this Succefs 
‘ gives us great Satisfaction, and that we promife our 
. civ it will open a way to more confiderable Ad- 
* vantages, for us and our Dominions: nothing 
* doubting but You our Loyal States and all our 
* faithful Subjects will rejayce likewife, and bear a 
* part in the Satisfaction we feel. Ar the fame time 
‘we affure You by thefe Prefents, That we will 
‘ {peedily and powerfully Succour thofe of our Sub- 
* jects who are expos’d to the Hoftilities of rhe Ene- 
* my ; and as for thofe who have been plunder’d, or 
* forc’d to pay Contributions, we will make good 
* their refpective Loffes as far as a thing of that Na- 
ture is practicable.

The great Fleet of Colliers that came ottt of New- 
caftle, confifting of 400 Sail, are come and coming 
inre the Thames. 

The. Fleet of Ships expected from Lisbon, are 
come out from thence under a DurchCanvoy,fo that 
their arrival is hourly expected, as we are advis'd by 
a Ship arriv’d at Spithead, that came from thence 
two days after them. ; 

Late this Evening arriv’d the Mail from Holland, 
of Friday Icft, which brings Advice. That 2500 Mén 
of the Forces that are befieging Rottenburg, had‘a 


Fight on the 23d ata Village call’d Rottenfe, with - 


3000 of the Bavarians who were marching to relieve 
Rottenburg. The Bavarians were defeated, had 
1000 Men kill’d , and left behind them 4 Pieces of 
Cannon and all their Ammunition and Baggage. 
After the Victory the Allies return’d te carry. on the 
Siege of Rottenburg ; they loft but 60 Men in the 
Action. 

The Czar of Mufcovy has befieg’d Schanfterny 
with 40000 Men; he has loft 300 Men in one or 
two Attacks that he has already made on thar Place. 

The Advices concerning General Coehorn, only 
tell us that he arriv’d at Bergen op Zoom on th 
gift Ule. 

‘The Duke of Burgundy is gone to Germany. 

Prince Eugene is gone Poft from Vienna to Italy,

From the Army of the Allics under the Duke of 
Marlborough encamp’d at Thys, May 31. Yeftet- 
day we march’d hither and fac’d the Enemies Camp, 
at the Diftance of 2 Miles from them with the Jaar 
betweenus ; Atour Approach we found them drawn 
up inOrdcrof Battle and they continued fo fome time 


while they ftruck their Tents, and fnt off their Ar.
